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Affordable housing eyed 
for Burlington Avenue area

Members of the Affordable Hous 
ing Task Force have decided to 
pursue single family homes in the 
Burlington Avenue arca for their 
first affordable housing project. 

The task force has been looking at 
several options over the last two 
years to build some lower cost 
homes for Wilmington residents. On 
Thursday, members agreed with 
Chairman Jim Stewart that their best 
chance of moving for ward was to 
try to build scattered homes on 
approximately ten 10,000 square 
foot lots in cooperation with the 
Wilmington Community Deve 
lopment: Corporation. The non- 
profit corporation is already help 
ing with one affordable home which 
will be erected on Everett Avenue, 
using the talents of stu- dents from 
the Shawsheen Tech. 

Planning Intern Donald Nadeau 
explained Thursday that four of the 
lots, located on Stanley and Broad- 
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Wilmington. Intere: s are going 
down and sellers are being reason: 
able. A great time to buy a house that 
willlastaliletine. $229,900 
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way streets, passed recent per- 
colation tests and are considered 
buildable. The task force asked that 
the other lots also undergo pere tests. 

Discussion during the evening 
centered on dimensions of the pre- 
existing lots, the cost of the project, 
and problems they could face, 
especially bringing a road into the 
property. It was also decided a 
variance on frontage would be 
needed since three of the lots are said 
to have 75 feet of frontage and the 
other 85 feet of frontage 
Traditionally, lots need 100 feet of 
frontag 

Some members questioned if the 
lots would have enough room for 
both a home and a septic system: 
They plan to have the town en 
gincer check out the situation: 

Once the lots are deemed build- 
able, members plan to bring them to 
town meeting in order to lift the 
moratorium on the sale of town- 


owned land and begin construction. 
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Using a rough estimate, it was 
decided road work and installation 
of a septic system on each lot could 
cost in the neighborhood of $30,000. 
Each home would then have to be 
built for no more than $65,000 in 
order to keep the home affordable. 

na, president of the 
WCDC, felt his group could build 
two and three bedroom homes for 
that price. 

It was decided to put a cluster type 
multi-unit. development — off 
Wildwood Strect on hold until the 
Burlington Avenue homes were 
built. Stewart claimed developing 
the Wildwood site could turn into a 
Jong, expensive sprocess and it would 
be best to build a few homes quickly 
to show the town what can be done 
The ofily problem is with a state 
grant of $30,000, which was 
awarded to the town to help deve: 
lop the Wildwood site. Stewart asked 
Nadeau to contact the state to sce if 
they could transfer the funds to the 
scattered site project.

Lowell man arrested

A spectacular accident on South 
Street in Tewksbury last Wed- 
nesday afternoon claimed the life 
of one Lowell man and led to the 
arrest of another. 

Joseph James Roy, age 24, was a 
passenger in a yellow Toyota 
which hit two trces and split apart 
The accident took place about 2:30 
P.m., in front of 667 South St., 
not far from the Elks lodge 

The driver, Richard Johnson, 
28, was held by Tewksbury police 
on multiple charges. In addition, 
Wilmington police have filed 
charges. Johnson was also wanted 
on a warrant. 

Wilmington police officer Jo- 
seph Waterhouse had first seen the 
car on Glen Road in Wilmington, 
and followed it onto Main Street 
Waterhouse lost.sight of the car, 
but caught up with it at South 
Strcet.The car jumped the curb 
and took a right on South Street, 
Proceeding more than a quarter 
mile before the accident. Water 
house said that the time of the 
accident, he was not closer than 
350 feet to the car.

State Senate votes 
commission to investigate 
Tewksbury Hospital

The state Senate has established a 
special commitice to study curreht 
operations and staffing at Tewks- 
bury Hospital, and to recommend 
possible changes before a deadline 
of Dee. 15, 1989, 

A resolution calling for the study 
was submitted and approved by the 
state Senate on Monday, sponsored 
by Senator Patricia McGovern (D 
Lawrence), Sen. Paul Sheehy (D 
Lowell, and Sen. Robert Bucll (R - 
Boxford.) 

The study will look at the admin 
istration of the hospital, staffing 
and hiring needs, and whether the 
current operation adequately meets 
the necds of pationts: 

Senate President William Bulger 
will appoint the five Semators to sit 
on the panel, though the three who 
sponsored the resolution will most 
likely sit on the study committee, 
The investigation will begin once 
the panel is named, and all findings 
and recommendations will be sent 
to the Clerk of the Senate no later 
than December 15, 1989. 


Senator McGovern said this week 
that her reasoning behind the inves- 
tigation is the apparent "lack of a 
clear mandate” at the facility. She 
said the DPH has been occasionally 
slow in answering questions about 
the nurses’ retroactive pay issue, 
the hospital admission policy, and 
other related issues. 

"Thave been concemed about the 
hospital for some time now,” Sen 
McGovern said. "It seems to be 
getting worse, not better.” 

Senator McGovern continued that 
"the Department of Public Health 
doesn't seem to know what it wants 
the hospital to be. (The facility) 
doesn't have a clear mandate.” 

She added that the Governor has 
Cut some $5 million from the state 
hospital account, part of which will 
be borne by the Tewksbury facility 

"We've got to make sure that the 
hospital is protected,” she said, "I's 


@ very important institution to the 
Merrimack Valley.” 

Wilmington's Rocco DePasquale, 
who sits on the hospital's board of 
directors, called the move to study 
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the hospital "fantastic." DePasquale 
claims that there political reasons 
behind some recent administrative 
changes at the hospital, and said he 
hopes the Senate investigation will 
clear the air 

"Tewksbury Hospital should be 
de-politicized,” he said. "It should 
be run as a state facility without any 
political interference.” 

One controversy arose in June 
when the departure of Robert Law 
rence, Administrative Director of 
the facility, was announced by state 
Rep. James Miceli before the move 
was announced by the Department 
of Public Health. 

DePasquale said an assessment of 
the hospital was done in June, and 
the results were positive. However, 
the assessment concluded that any 
changes in the hospital administr 
ation would be made around Labor 
Day, and that they would be made 
“with compassion and sensitivity,” 
but Lawrence was removed from 
the top post a few days later. Since 
Lawrence's departure, Blake M 
Molleur has been named as acting 
administrator of the facility 

If the assessment was so positive, 
DePasquale reasoned, then why was 
Lawrence removed as the top ad. 
ministrator? 

There should be an investigation 
into the operation of Tewksbury 
state hospital,” DePasquale said. 

Recommendations to be made by 
the Senate committee will include 
any possible changes in the current 
administrative organization; any 
opportunities to increase the effect- 
iveness of the care provided; any 
reforms in hiring and personnel 
practices which will promote the 
recruitment of quality personnel; 
and enhancements to the coordin 
ation and communications between 
the hospital and the Department of 
Public Health. 

Senator McGovern said the three 
sponsors of the resolution will most 
likely be seated on the panel, and 
she she hopes to find two more state 
Senators "who are as enthusiastic 
about doing (this) as we arc.”

Just one short year ago it never would have happened. 
The House of Representatives last week decided to snub 
the Govemor in unison, and override his veto of millions 
of dollars in local aid moncy. As the fears of angering a 
future president have dissipated, to say the least, the vote 
was hardly a risky one. One House leademhas gone so far 
as to describe Dukakis as a political "liability" to Bay 
State Democrats secking re-election in 1990. 

Unfortunately, the vote may have represented more 
symbolism than substance. Pending a court ruling, it 
would appear that Dukakis has the constitutional 
authority to withhold the precious local aid moncy, as he 
has done previously. This spells an unexpected half 
million dollar shortfall in the Wilmington budget. A 
special town meeting in the autumn may put the ax to a 
number of departments. "The local aid cut is going to be 
painful for Wilmington, although we'll do all we can to 
control where we cut", said the town manager on 
Tuesday. 

Whether the vote was taken in vain or not, legislators 
were obliged, politically if not philosophically, to vote 
the governor down. Voters will be asking a lot of 
questions next year, and two will certainly top the list. 
"Did you vote for the income tax hike?", and, “Did you 
vote to restore the local aid moncy? 

On the first question the local House delegation is 
divided. Reps. Beckwith and Grace voted in the 
affirmative, with Miccli voting against. Though the "no 
votes” may look better in the press and serve incumbents 
well at the polls, Beacon Hill insiders predict some 
degree of retribution for those in leadership positions 
who wavered on this issue. 

Majority Leader Charles Flaherty is said to be furious 
with Miceli for voting against the leadership, despite the 
fact that Miceli is an assistant majority leader himself. 
Flaherty, widely considered to be popular with the rank 
and file, may assume the post of speaker in the near 


future as George Keverian is reportedly eyeing the office 


of state treasurer. The plan allegedly being discussed 
would sce Treasurer Bob Crane resign, and Keverian ap- 
pointed to the vacancy by the House of Representatives. 

This would be a negative tum of events for Micelf; 
who has reportedly had a shaky relationship with 
Flaherty. One lobby: id, "Flaherty hates Miceli". 

But of greater political significance is last weck's local 
aid vote. It isn't often that every member in the chamber 
is hitting the same button, except in such cases as this 
when politicians need something to take back to the 
electorate. "I voted to restore that local aid moncy!", 
every incumbent will proclaim at candidates nights 
across the Commonwealth next year. 

‘That is, all except for Jim Miceli. 

Miceli missed the local aid vote along with 33 other 
roll calls. The long-time incumbent was attending the 
legislators’ convention in sunny California, And so on 
votes ranging from health care, smoking in the 
workplace, state contracts with South Africa, open space 
land, the location of the MWRA headquaters, and of 
course the local aid vote itself, Miceli is recorded as 
“absent”, 

Attendance became an ¢ for Miceli last spring 
when a March 19 Boston Globe story reported that he 
had missed a total of 80 votes (according to the House 
Joumal). This gave Miceli the poorest attendance record 
of the Wilmington representatives. 

The ramifications of missing these particular votes, 
most importantly the local aid issue, could be stark. 
Political junkets tend to be controversial at best, and go 
relatively unnoticed by the voters when politicians are 
lucky. But when a vacation -- and that's exactly what 
these things turn out to be -- keeps a representative away 
in the midst of a fiscal disaster, it could blossom into a 


perfect campaign theme for potential challengers, 
"While you were basking in the California sunshine, we 
were biting the bullet cutting cops and teachers in light of 
the local aid cut!", the challenger could say at their first 
debate. 

Meanwhile, Wilmington prepares for budget cuts in 
the range of half a million-dollars. 
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Tewksbury health plans 
show-cause hearing

A special "show-cause" meeting 
before the Tewksbury Board of 
Health is planned for Monday, to 
see why the town should not seek a 
stop-work order on a business now 
under construction. 

The newly-built retail center, on 
the former site of Ralph Sinclair's 
Wamesit Convenient Store at Main 
and Astle Streets, has twice failed to 
pass a "percolation test" needed for 
a septic system. 

In a July 20 letter to the health 
board from Public Health Director 
Bill McMenimen, two separate tests 
‘on the property were conducted, on 
July 14 and July 19, and both failed 
to meet the requirement for a septic 
system. Under Title V, the state's 
Sanitary Code, a quantity of water 
must be able to seep into the ground 
ata rate of not less than one inch in 
30 minutes to qualify for a septic 
system leaching field, 

Test holes were dug in a number 
of spots on the property, but all 


failed the percolation test. In one of 
the July 19 tests, it took almost an 
hour for the water in the hole to 
drop the required one inch. 

McMcnimen said he felt that too 
much fill might have been removed 
from the site. The former store on 
the site had a working septic system 
but the land is now unable to pass 
the required percolation test. 

In his Ietter to the board, McMen- 
imen stated that while it is not the 
responsibility of the board of health 
10 propose alternatives, he felt the 
only realistic alternative for the 
landowner is to tie into a private 
sewer line, some 600 feet away. 
McMenimen suggested that perhaps 
a stop-work order should be asked 
from the building inspector's office 
until the septic issue is resolved, 

The health beard agreed to have 
Tom Girard, of one of the other « 
owners of the retail property, come 
before the board on Monday night, 
to discuss the septic issue. 


Backyard

Not surprisingly, the mail and 
phone calls have leaned toward 
insect and disease problems 
recently, With the high heat and 
humidity we've had since mid July, 
this is not at all unexpected. 

Mrs. R.S. of Wilmington called 
the other evening to inquire about a 
problem she has encountered with 
her oregano plants. Two weeks ago 
the leaves started to get "blotchy" 
as she described them, having 
developed small white and 
yellowish spots. Now the Icaves are 
drying up and falling off. What, 
she asked, might be the problem? 

Without inspecting the plants first 
hand, my best guess is that you 
have an infestation of spider mites, 
very tiny insects about the size of 
pepper. Like aphids, their numbers 
expand unbelievably in a short 
time. They suck the plants’ juices, 
causing the small light colored dots 
to appear. They also transfer toxins 
into the leaves, which causes the 
discoloration and distortion, A 
light dusting with rotenone powder 
will usually rid the plants of mit 
being careful to coat the underside 
of the leaves. Insecticidal soap 
works also, but is not quite as 
effective as the organic pesticide 
rotenone, 

E.T. of Wilmington writes, "Our 
summer squash plants are doing 
quite well this year, as is most 
everything in the garden. One little 
problem though; the small squash 
often drop off before they reach 
harvest size. Any idea what might 
cause this? 

Sounds very much like over 
watering, When-squash plants get 
too much water, say more than 
three inches a week by rainfall and 
sprinkler, they tend to produce 
huge, lush leaves and few fruit. A 
two or three inch zucchini or 
yellow summer squash on an over 
watered vine will often turn dark 
yellow, rot, and fall off, Allow the 
plants to dry out for 10 days and 
the problem should be resolved. 

GL. of Tewksbury writes, "Iam 
having pretty good luck with the 
dozen fruit trees we planted about 
10 years ago. I sce something on 
my two plum tees which bothers 
me, and no one who has looked at it 
knows what is. As best as I can

describe “it, a black — gall 
growth appears along the branches, 
which scems to be weakening the 
affected parts. Any idea what this 
may be, and how I can eliminate 
inn” 

Without any question (since I 
have struggled with this problem 
on my several plum wees over the 
years) your trees have contracted 
black knot. I have written to state 
and college horticultural agencies 
about this common plum tree 
disease problem, requesting 
assistance. The bad news is that 
there is presently no known cure 


for black knot. The recommended 
procedure is to cut and burn the 
affected twigs and branches as they 
appear. This is a delaying tactic at 
best, and your tree may survive 
and bear fruit for several more 
years. I have treated my plum trees 
with the standard fruit tree 
fungicides in an effort to stop the 
disease’s progress, to no avail, 1 
was able to keep one very large 
Stark "Delicious" plum wee alive 
and producing for about 10 years 
after first noticing the black knot , 
but eventually the tree died. 

A.B. of Wilmington writes, “I'm 
having a problem with my 
California Wonder pepper plants. 
Small yellow-gfeen spots are 
showing up on the new growth, 
while the older leaves show larger 
straw colored spots with dark 
brown margins. All of a sudden the 
plants do not appear very healthy 
Any id 

Thave hea this same problem off 
and on and, with a little 
investigation, determined that the 
plants were infected with a fairly 
uncommon disease called bacterial 
spot. This is a tough problem to 
eliminate once the plants are 
struggling, but I have had some 
success applying Ortho Multi 
Purpose Fungicide, containing 
Daconil 2787, to the diseased 
plants. One tablespoon of fungicide 
is mixed with a gallon of water, 
and sprayed on the pepper plants 
weekly, for three weeks, This 


product is available in most well 
stocked nursery centers. 

Next week - how to fill in the 
bare spots now appearing in the

is taken with it, Many times we just 
take medication then sit down to a 
large meal. If in a few hours we 
may fee! dizzy, nausea sometimes a 
headache, what we 
experiencing is a drug/nutrient 
interaction 

This combination many times can 
be life threatening. Even if we arc 
able to overcome the symptoms and 
in a short time feel better, this type 
of interaction can slow down 
recovery from a serious illness or 
make coping with a medical 
condition more exasperating and 
painful than need be 

Be safe, ask your doctor when 
and what effect taking food with 
medicine prescribed for you will 
have. Food may be good to take, 
but make sure. This question can 
save your life.

My stepson, Jon Woodman, and I 
were fishing in a pond, on a slow 
morning. Which pond? Are you 
serious? (Instead, ask Joe LeBocuf, 
who witnessed my ordeal from the 
shoreline as he sipped his morning 
coffee. In fact, Joe's little grandson

may have hooked and lost the same 
monster two days later. Hmmm!) 

Anyway, Jonathen took one small 
perch and a small pickerel, but that 
was our total for three hours on the 
pond. It was awfully slow, In the 
course of the morning I had one 
substantial hit on a rubber worm, 
but that's it. The mystery fish stole 
my rubber worm, so my day was in 
negative numbers. What fun. 

Before heading home we wanted 
lo try one more spot, so I slid Old 
Green over and dropped anchor. 
Floating weeds made the pond into 
a matress for anything with hooks, 
and that’s a factor in my ordeal. 

On my last cast, my rubber worm 
settled to the bottom and I felt the 
line tighten up, ever so slowly. 

FOOL!! I could have set the hook 
right there and won the game!! 

But the line was tightening very 
slowly, and I thought nothing of it. 
When a boat drifts, a rubber worm 
on bottom will often snag on weeds. 

1 started to bring the worm back 
in, expecting tightness on the line as 
the weeds stretched, but then the 
ling started to move in the wrong 
direction, Oh, Isn't that odd. 

WHAT'S WRONG WITH THIS 
PICTURE, was the right question, 
but did Task it? Nope. Too stupid. 
Some days, | couldn't pour beer out 
of a boot if the instructions were 
written on the heel. Had I been at all 
conscious, I'd have immediately set 
the hook as hard as possible, Bam!!

I froze at the sight. Oh mama! It 
looked as thick as my calf, well 
over two feet long, and for a split 
second I thought it might be a carp. 

Then I made out the colors and 
saw that it was a bass. A big, BIG 
bass. Yikes! 

TERROR OF THE LILY PADS! 

Maybe I still had a chance then to 
slam the hook home, but it never 
dawned on me. The fish tried to 
jump, but only his head cleared the 
water -- the sign of a real lunker. 
Stunned, I just sat and watched. 
WAKE UP, BILL!! 

Once the fish landed, it turned 
right and started to run, and I held 
on for a struggle, thinking about 
the drag setting on the recl and 
where the net was . But a half- 
second later the hook and sinker, 
with the bright red worm attached, 
came popping out of the water. 

I was stunned. Awed. And Icft 
specchless (rather rare for me) by 
the sheer ugliness of the episode 
What could I say that would lessen 
the loss? So I started swearing. 

I'd have had my “Wall Hanger” 
off to the taxidermist by now if I'd 
only had enough sense TO SET 
THE HOOK! But NOOooo00. 

I was on the same pond the next 
day (are we surprised?) using the 
same color worm. I learned that the 
bass were picking up rubber worms 
very sofily and swimming off. No 
tap, no tug. King Carp didn't grace 
my life a second time, but a few of 
his younger cousins did. 

On the first hit from the first fish 
I set the hook quick and sharp. And 
then, as the fight began in earnest, I 
hauled off and slammed home the 
steel again, just to make damn sure, 
or perhaps in retribution for being 
such a fool the previous day. Pity 
that poor bass. 

When I got the fish into the boat, 
maybe a 2-pounder, my Tru-Tumn 
hook was completely through his 
cheek plate, with the point and barb 
of the hook on the outside of his 
head, Right through the bone plate. 
It was casicr to cut the line and pull 
the hook out through his check. He 
couldn't have shaken that hook if he

used a jackhammer. 

Crappie earn their nickname of 
“paper-mouth" for a good reason. 
Set the hook on a crappie and you'll 
tear it right out of his mouth. 

But most other game species, and 
particularly bass, have solid bone 
plates for mouth parts, Hit ‘em hard 
or lose ‘em. It's that simple. 

Now, if you'll excuse me, I've got 
an appointment on the pond.

Convoys were sitting ducks 
on Murmansk run 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

There were several telephone 
calls to the publisher of the Town 
Crier last Wednesday (July 19), All 
were to report that the Boston 
Globe had a story of the death of 
Capt. William Butler, 87, of 
Portland Oregon. Colonel Hoxie of 
Reading mailed a copy of the 
obituary to the writer, 

Capt. Butler was the last 
surviving shipmaster in what was 
called the Fourth of July Convoy, 
PQ 17, aconvoy which lost 22 out 
of 36 ships, while carrying war 
supplies to Murmansk, a Russian 
port on the Arctic Ocean, during 
the World War II in 1942. 

No. This writer never went to 
Murmansk, nor did he know Capt.. 
Butler. 

But the writcr had several 
shipmates before World War II 
who were lost in a Murmansk 
convoy. He also had men serving 
him on other ships, subsequent to 
those convoys who had made the 
voyage 

Only two will be spoken of at this 
time. 

One was a sailor bom in Greece, 
who made a voyage to Murmansk. 
He met the writer, later, and said 
that Stalin had made an award of a 
pension of $5 a month, for the rest 
of his life, because he made that 
voyage. 

That is a story which is a “might 
have happened.” The writer never 
heard it again, from any source. 

But the story of George Wilson 
must be told. When the writer was 
second mate of the SS Willkeno, in 
1934 George was the third mate. A 
more intensive person the writer 
never met. 

George, Irish born, and with an 
Irish brogue lived as a boy about 
20 miles northerly of Cork. This 
was during the “Troubles,” when 
the “Black and Tans” and the 
natives were fighting most of the 
time. 

George and his brother received 
a warning, one night, to get out of 
their home. They. left, and started 
walking south, About 10 minutes 
later the house blew up. George 
and his brother kept on walking 
until they got to Cork, where they

embarked for America. 

He went to a radio school, in the 
36th Street YMCA in New York. 
He was living somewhere near 
125th Street, and every evening he 
walked down to 36th Street, for 
classes, and then walked home. He 
just didn't have the moncy (five 
cents) for subway fare. 

After some time George became 
a licensed radio operator, and got a 
job on the Willkcno. George soon 
came to the realization that being a 
radio operator on board ship had 
no real future -- no chance for 
promotion. 

So he quit, and took a job as an 
ordinary seaman, on the same ship. 
That meant shifting from officer's 
quarters to crew quarters, and 
from the salon to the crew 


messroom -- not an easy thing to 
do. 

After three years as a seaman he 
was.able to take the examination 
for third mate, which he passed 
handily. It was then that the writer 
first met him. As has been said, he 
was a very intense person. 

The writer left the Willkeno, 
after a few months, and did not sec, 
or hear from Gcorge until the fall 
of 1942. Then the writer had 
returned from a voyage to the 
South Seas (New Caledonia, Fiji, 
etc.) and was in Baltimore, as chicf 
mate of the SS Carolinian. 

The story of the 4th of July 
convoy was becoming public 
knowledge, of how many ships 
were lost, off the coast of Norway, 
and of how many men lost their 
lives. 

A Liberty ship, the Roger Taney, 
was in Baltimore, and Larz heard 
that it had just returned from 
Murmansk. He went over to see it. 
George Wilson was the chief mate, 
and George had quite a story to 
tell, 

The Roger Taney was named for 
the Supreme Court jystice who had 
made the ruling that Dred Scott 
was still a slave, back in that 
famous case in 1856. It had been in 
PQ 17. Those Ictters, incidentally, 
came from the British designations 
for various places in the world. H, 
for instance, was for the waters 
around Gibraltar. P was for the 
waters that included the north of 


Scotland and Iceland, and Q for the 
Arctic Ocean, east of North Cape, 
Norway. 

Convoys returning from Mur- 
mansk were labeled QP, and the 
idea was to run a QP and a PQ at 
the same time, so that for part of 
the time at least, protecting vesscls, 
destroyers etc., could "cover" two 
convoys at the same time. 

The German battleship Tirpitz, 
the largest known battleship in the 
world at that time was stationed in 
the northern fjords of Norway, 
ready to sally if a favorable 
opportunity offered, That batile- 
ship was accorded the most serious 
attention that could be given to her, 
by the Royal Navy (British), 

The Tirpitz always had trouble 
getting fuel oil. Germany and Italy 
were producing 240,000 tons of oil 
a month, including that which came 
from Romania. Their combined 
war effort nceded 400,000 tons. 

The British were aware of the 
problem, but just didn't know 
where the German oil was going. 
Did the Tirpitz, sitting up there in 
the northern part of Norway, have 
enough oil for a foray into a 
convoy when a PQ was near? 
Would she sally? 

It was a rough time for the Royal 
Navy. The United States Navy had 
been demolished a few months 
past, at Pearl Harbor, The British 
had lost two battleships near 
Singapore. In the Mediterranean, 
where the German Afrika Corps 
was a powerful weapon, the British 
had all they could do to supply 
Malta. 


If the Royal Navy sent airplane 
carriers or battleships to the relict 
of Malta, it would not have those 
ships to watch the Tirpitz. 

The United States Navy supplied 
a cruiser and a couple of desoyers 
to help, when PQ 16 was sent to 
Russia, but then things got tight, 
The American ships had to go 
elsewhere, and the British had to 
send ships to the Mediterranean, 

The consequence was that PQ 17 
was delayed for a few weeks, and 
when she finally left Iceland she 
did not have as heavy a guard as 
had other convoys.

George did not know of- the 
background moves by the Germans 
and the British, but he and 
everyone else knew of the Tirpitz, 
and the possible danger of a sortee 
by that ship.

After a while the crew went back 
aboard the Tancy, and hoisted the 
lifeboats, Instead of stecring south, 
toward Murmansk, the captain 
steered cast, to Nova Zembla, two 
islands that are northerly of Russia, 

The captain went between the 
islands, and, one could say, hid 
from the enemy planes. Then, after 
a couple of days, he went back, and 
down to Murmansk, and eventually 
back to the U.S. 

In the writer's conversation with 
Gcorge Wilson, that gentleman 
seemed to consider the captain of 
the Tancy as not being efficient.

Eat your way around the state 


Most visitors to 
Massachusetts are familiar with 
the fall foliage season and the 
ski season, but few are aware of 
the “food festival” season 
From June through October, 
Massachusetts visitors can 
literally eat their way around 
the state. Bustling cities, 
seaside fishing villages and cozy 
hill towns are the setting for 
feasts which celebrate local 
harvests and the cultural 
traditions which gave the 
regions and neighborhoods of 
Massachusetts their special 
flavor. 

Seafood by the Seaside - From 
the whaling ports of Nantucket 
and New Bedford to the ship- 
building and maritime of 
Boston, Salem and 
Newburyport, the bay State 
boasts a proud seafaring 
tradition. Every summer, 
landlubbers join fisherman and 
their families at festivals that 
celebrate the ocean's bountiful 
catch, 


Plymouth, America's 
hometown, is host to the 
Mayflower Lobster Festival 
(508-746-1704) every August. At 
this harborside event, lobsters 
are the main course, dessert and 
entertainment, After feasting on 
traditional lobster dinners, 
festival-goers munch on giant 
crustacean-shaped cake and 
place their bets as lobsters race 
down wooden chutes. 


the Essex C! lamfest "89 (508-283. 
1601) on the North Shore. The 
fried clam invented in 


Essex and, each September, the 
town celebrates its favorite 
mollusk with a chowder festival 
and clam-shucking contest. 

In early fall, the warm winds 
of summer still prevail on Cape 
Cod and the islands.

‘Woodpeckers, nature’s 
champion chiselers, have whole 
forests at their disposal — so 
why, utility companies want to 
know, do they pick on utility 
poles? 

According to National Wildlife 
magazine, the restless drillers 
apparently have found that the 
wooden columns holding up 
telephone and power lines are 
perfect for pecking. Ac- 
cordingly, the pole-busters have 
become a peck of trouble. 

Birds are launching beak 
attacks on poles throughout 
much of America. Of all the 
damaged high-voltage tran- 
smission poles the Alabama 
Power Company had to replace 
during a recent three-year 
period, for example, 42 percent 
had been damaged by wood- 
peckers. 

Yet, it seems, some poles are 
more popular than others, and 
the birds can be maddeningly 
particular. Not long ago, South 
Central Power in rural Ohio had 
to replace one pole three times, 
at a cost of $35,000. Now 
helicopter crews check the pole 
every month. 

Joe Brown, a transmission 
inspector for the Florida Power 
Corporation, thinks the birds’ 
pole-pecking behavior . stems 
from habitat loss. ‘Wood. 
peckers prefer large dead 
trees,’ he says. ‘But 
development removes these 
trees, and the closest thing to a 
dead tree is a utility pole."" 

Brown theorizes that some 
poles stand at junctures along 


migratory flyways, and that the 
compulsive nercnesionists use 
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at Pier A on the East River in 
New York City. On July 1 of that 
year, the surgery was suc 
cessfully performed, however, it 
left Cleveland with part of his 
upper jaw missing, which’ atso 
left the president with unin 
telligible speech, even though no 
signs of the operation remained, 
since it had been performed on 
the inside of his mouth. Rudolph 
Marx, in his book, “Health of the 
Presidents," told about what 
happened after Cleveland 
discovered his speech im 
pediment: pressure was on 
Cleveland to appear before 
Congress, which was heavily 
involved in a debate over the 
repeal of the Sherman Silver 
Act, which had Wall Street in a 
state of panic. At the same time, 
a newspaper article appeared in 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
which told, in detail, the story of 
Cleveland's operation and the 
subsequent speech impediment 
One of Cleveland's doctors had 
broken the oath of silence. The 
president requested his doctors 
to come up with a solution to his 
impediment. Doctors con 


them as signal drums. Perhaps 
that explains the birds’ 
fascination with one of his 
company's poles. 

In 1967, after replacing the 
pecked-to-pieces pole twice in 
nine years, Florida Power 
coated it with bird repellent. 
(Use of most chemical 
repellents has since been 
discontinued.) Still the pecking 
continued. Crews had to replace 
the pole again the following 
year, and once more in 1970. 

Exasperated, they finally put 
in a steel pole. “We've had to 
repaint the steel pole three 
times since then because the 
woodpeckers still peck at it,” 
says Brown. Meanwhile, two 
adjacent poles remain 
mysteriously unpecked 

in some places, the birds 
present only minor problems. 
But in Alabama, the Alabama 
Power Company, is fighting an 
all-out war. La year, the 
company spent more than $1 
million replacing over-pecked 
poles. Now officials estimate 
that the birds ruin one of their 
poles every day. “Alabama is 
major woodpecker habitat,” 
explains transmission line 
supervisor Gary McCarthy 
Naturally, the Alabama state 
bird — the flicker is a 
woodpecker 


According to ornithologist 
Steven Sibley of Cornell 
University, woodpeckers are 
adapting to people in their 
habitat. During. the mating 
season in the spring, males 
apparently try to impress 
females with their noisemaking

Homeless animals 


BOSTON - The Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (MSPCA) 
recently released staggering 
reports on the number of 
animals pouring into area 
shelters and urged people to 
interested in bringing a pet into 
their home to visit their local 
animal shelter. 


Penny Cistaro, who directs 
the MSPCA's eight animal 
shelters, reported more than 
4,000 cats and 3,000 dogs have 
already arrived this year at the 
MSPCA's state-wide facilities. 
Generally, only two out of every 
ten animals finds a permanent, 
responsible home. Kittens are 


especially vulnerable to bleak 
adoption statistics, since they 
arrrived at shelters by the 
thousands after the notorious 
spring breeding season. MSPCA 
officals expect some 2,000 kit 
tens to arrive in June alone. 

in addition to promoting 
shelter adoptions, the MSPCA 
urges all pet owners to spay and 
neuter their cats and dogs 
before even one litter is born 
Spaying and neutering pets will 
not only help reduce the swelling 
number of unwanted animals. 
but it will increase the adoption 
odds for animals already 
homeless. Moreover, the routine 
procedure will help reduce a 
pet's chance of developing 
certain cancers. 
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Utility poles no match for woodpeckers 


prowess. With fewer available 
dead trees, they seek out utility 
poles and other loud per- 
cussives. Says Sibley, “They've 
discovered that drainpipes and 
stop signs work even better than 
dead trees." 

Power companies are busy 
devising defensive strategies. 
Many wrap their poles in steel 
or wire mesh. “But if a wood- 
pecker really wants to get at a 
pole, he can get through that 
wire mesh,” says Alabama 
Power's Gary McCarthy. 

Even pungent wood preser- 
vatives seem not to deter the 

Ss. The best defense so far? 
Concrete poles. “The wood- 
pecker can’t alight on them and 
get a grip,” says McCarthy 
However, he adds that the 
company has no plans to start 
replacing all wooden poles with 
concrete ones, which are more 
expensive 

Florida Power's Joe Brown 
notes that his company has tried 
tying artificial owls and snakes 
atop poles to spook wood- 


peckers, “but the birds soon 
figure out that it’s not the real 
thing,” he says. 

Reseafch is under way on 
ultrasonic repelling devices, 
though utility officials, 
respectful of the birds’ awesome 
tenacity, are not optimistic. 
Many authorities are pinning 
their hopes on a new chemical 
repellent called ST 138, which 
awaits Environmental 
Protection Agency approval. 

A pole belonging to Ohio's 
South Central Power Company 
suffered so many woodpecker 
attacks that the company finally 
got permission from the state 
wildlife department to destroy 
the offenders. In the end, the 
idea was ruled out: “That would 
not be a popular decision," says 
manager Reno Robinett. “I also 
felt we should be able to out- 
smart the birds.”’ 

Perhaps someday they will. 
As for now, however, the 
woodpeckers remain right 
where they started, at the very 
top of the pecking order.

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Melrose-Wakefield Hospital 
snuffs out unhealthy habit 


Melrose-Wakefield Hospital 
recently enacted a new policy 
restricting smoking at its 
facility. “MWH, as a health care 
institution, has responsibility to 
the public to set a standard for 
good health,” notes MWH 
President Richard S. Quinlan. 
He describes the new policy as 
‘one that prohibits patients and 
their guests from smoking in a 
patient’s room and restricts 
employee smoking to one 
designated area. (Patients who 
are ambulatory may smoke in 
one of three designated areas.) 

“To provide a clean-air work 
environment for our employees, 
we needed to take this important 
step toward becoming smoke 
free," notes Mr. Quinlan 

MWH physician Louis Alfano 
agrees, and adds that there no 
longer is any doubt that smoking 
is the largest single preventable 
cause of premature death and 
disability in the United States 
today. ‘That means 1,095 deaths 
per day as a result of smoking 
‘These deaths are a result of lung 
cancer, cancer of the esophagus 
and bladder, hypertension, 
stroke, heart attack, em 
physema and kidney disease."’ 

Dr.. Henry Haynes, MWH 
medical staff president and 
medical advisor for the Mid 


diesex unit of the American 
Cancer Society stresses that, 
“Although we are trained to 
treat’ smoke related com- 
plications, we'd rather not see 
them to begin with. When I see 
someone in the hospital 
smoking, | feel it just sends out 
the wrong signal to our 
patients.” 

MWH president Richard 
Quinlan continues, “Although 
we realize that this may not be 
an easy change for some, for the 
safety and health of our 
patients, employees and the 
general public, we are dedicated 
to the promotion and preser- 
vation of health. We should be a 
pace setter in the issue of 
smoking cessation. It’s like one 
plus one equals two. You know 
the answer almost before you 
ask the question."” 

For anyone interested in 
quitting smoking, Melrose. 
Wakefield Hospital will be of- 
fering two free introductory 
“stop smoking” sessions. The 
first, with MWH_ physician 
Leonard LaBua, is hypnosis for 
smoking cessation and meets on 
September 25. The second class 
(not involving hypnosis) meets 
on October 24. For more in.

Insect control vital 
for home gardening 


The vegetable production 
season is just beginning. It is the 
time for commercial as well as 
home vegetable growers to take 
account of the strategies which 
will be economical and effective 
for the contro! of insect pests, 
according to Thurston Handley, 


Horticulture Specialist with 
Middlesex Cooperative Ex 
tension 


1. Check plants thoroughly at 
least twice a week. 

2. Be aware of the life stages 
of the major insect pests on the 
crops being grown (egg, larvae. 
pupae, adult) 

3. Do not spray until the pest 
population reaches a critical 
level. (Beneficial insects may 
provide a natural control for the 
first several weeks. Early 
sprays, if not needed, may wipe 
out beneficial insects.) 

4. Avoid spraying: crops in 
bloom, to protect honeybees. If 


spraying is necessary, do so in 
early morning or early evening. 

5. Avoid spraying when the 
drift. may contaminate non- 
target cropps on adjacent areas. 

6. Most importantly, read and 
heed the label on the pesticide 
container 

The most successful insect 
control strategies are based on a 
careful, regular assessment of 
the pest population present on 
your garden plants.
